To  forgive  'unqualifiedly'

The  authority  to  forgive  sins 
is  not  something  tiiat  we  gener¬ 
ate  in  and  of  ourselves.  True 
eternal  forgiveness  is  avctilable 
only  from  God,  because  sin  is 
ultimately  agaiitst  God  alone.  As 


(3od,  Jesus  possessed  die  power 
to  forgive  sms.  As  man,  he  took 
all  human  sin  upon  himself  and 
atoned  for  it  with  the  shedding 
of  his  blood.  Jesus  generates  for¬ 
giveness;  our  ability  to  forgive  is 


based  on  shared  authority.  We 
may  forgive  only  because  Christ 
delegates  this  authority. 

Christians,  we  carry  the 
keys  which  retain  and  release 
from  sin;  we  partake  in  the 
authority  of  forpveness  gener¬ 
ated  by  the  power  of  Christ  in 
the  cross  and  resurrection 
Qohn  20:23). 

Finally,  biblical  forgiveness  is 
not  singular.  Althou^  we  can¬ 
not  forgive  by  our  own  jxiwer 
and  authoriW,  we  can  forgive 
the  sins  of  others. 

We  can  forgive  the  sins  they 
have  committed  against  us,  and 
we  can  show  them  the  eternal 
forgiveness  available  in  Jesus 
Christ. 

Moreover,  we  are  compelled 
to  forgive.  Martyrs  are  not  the 
only  ones  who  should  forgive 
sins.  The  Lord's  Prayer  states, 
"And  forgive  us  our  debts,  as  we 
also  have  forgiven  our  debtors," 
and  Jesus  follows  this  by  corre¬ 
lating  our  ability  to  forgive  with 
our  true  state  of  divine  forgive¬ 
ness  (Matthew  6:12, 14-15).

Vermont's 
civil  unions 
spur  voters 

WASHINGTON  (BP)— 
Vermont's  controversial  civil 
unions  bill  —  a  measure  that 
gives  homosexual  couples 
almost  all  of  the  same  rights 
and  benefits  as  married  cou¬ 
ples  —  brought  large  numbers 
of  Vermonters  to  the  polls  Sept. 
1 2  for  the  state's  primaries. 

However,  inconclusive 
results  have  analysts  looking 
to  the  November  election  as  a 
final  test  of  the  measure. 

Opfxinents  defeated  four 
House  members  and  one  sen¬ 
ator  who  had  voted  for  civil 
unions  but  failed  to  defeat  five 
others,  including  House 
Judiciary  Chairman  Tom  Little, 
a  Republican  and  the  main 
author  of  the  civil  union  law. 

Voter  turnout  Sept.  1 2  was  up 
from  20%  in  recent  primaries  to 
near  30%.  About  69%  of  the 
votes  were  cast  in  the 
Republican  primary,  which 
included  a  lot  of  crossover  votes 
of  Democrats  and  independents. 

Intense  voter  interest  and 
effective  grassroots  campaigning 
brought  a  large  number  of  new 
voters  to  the  polls,  arxl  observers 
say  the  number  of  absentee  bal¬ 
lots  this  year  could  be  double 
the  usual  seven  percent. 

Opponents  posted  "Take 
Back  Vermont"  signs  through¬ 
out  the  state  in  the  weeks  lead¬ 
ing  up  to  the  primaries. 


Computer  ministry  to  missionaries  gains  support 


ORLANDO,  Fla.  (BP)  — 
Walter  Tri^,  manager  of 
Missionaty  Computer  Fellow¬ 
ship  (MCF),  recalls  hearing 
someone  describe  the  orgcuiiza- 
tion  as  "the  most  widely 
known  rinky  dink  ministry  in 
the  world." 

While  he  laughs  about  the 
"rinky  dink"  part  and  ques¬ 
tions  the  "most  widely  known" 
distinction,  Tripp  acknowl¬ 
edges  MCF  has  helped  thou¬ 
sands  of  missionaries  by  pro¬ 
viding  inexpensive  or  free  com¬ 
puters,  software,  and  training. 

The  Orlando-based  MCF 
supports  a  staff  of  25  people 
who  spend  much  of  their  time 
upgrading  or  refurbishing  com¬ 
puters  for  missionaries. 

First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Orlcmdo,  which  Tripp  said  "has 
been  very  good  to  us  in  an 
interdenominational  sense," 
gave  a  major  boost  to  the  min¬ 
istry  when  it  offered  free  office 
space  to  build  the  computers. 

The  community  soon  rallied 
behind  MCF  as  its  impact  on 
missions  grew. 

The  ministry  originally  was 
established  to  offer  computer 
training  for  missionaries, 
recounts  Tripp,  a  member  of 
Central  Parkway  Church  in 
Orlando,  but  its  capabilities  have 
expanded  with  its  reputation. 

Initially  the  intent  was  to 
rebuild  the  computers  for 
resale  to  companies  as  a  means 
of  financing  the  ministry.  But 
that  quickly  evolved  into 
updating  used  computers  for 
sale  to  missionaries  as  well,  and 
has  now  become  a  major  focus 
of  the  ministry. 

Missionaries  —  including 
retired  missionaries,  mission¬ 


ary  children,  and  students 
training  to  be  missionaries  — 
receive  a  75%  discount  on  most 
used  computer  equipment. 

MCF  gives  away  outdated 
computer  models  such  as  IBM's 
286,  386,  and  486. 

Missionaries  also  can  obtain 
brand-new  computers,  with  the 
requirement  they  pay  for  the 
wholesale  cost  or  parts. 

Of  the  5,000  missionaries 
aided  by  MCF,  hundreds  have 
sent  notes  and  letters  expressing 
ttieir  gratitude  for  the  computers. 

A  missionary  in  Nigeria 
wrote,  "I  really  lack  words  to 
express  my  appreciation  for  the 
way  you  have  continued  to 
bless  the  work  in  Nigeria  with 
all  of  the  computers.' 


Diane  R.  Fox,  who  serves  in 
Africa,  wrote,  "Thank  you 
again  for  your  gracious  gift  of 
seven  computers  for  Gumea.  I 
know  that  those  who  receive 
them  will  greatly  appreciate 
what  you  have  done  ... ." 

Tripp  said  most  missionaries 
use  computers  to  stay  in  touch 
with  relatives  ana  friends 
through  e-mail.  Others  use 
Printmaster  to  make  cards  for 
church  members  and  the  online 
Bible  search  program  for  teach- 
ing^materials. 

wtty  Lou  Mills,  a  mission¬ 
ary  to  Bosnia  and  Croatia,  said, 
"MCF  got  me  started  on  com¬ 
puters.  They  made  it  possible 
on  a  missionary  salary  to  get  a 
computer." 


Presently,  MCF's  greatest 
need  is  for  workers  and  tor  older 
computers,  Tripp  said.  The  min¬ 
istry  has  several  pending 
requests  from  Russia,  Trinidad, 
and  Nigeria  for  computers. 
Tripp  also  needs  workers  to  ser¬ 
vice  Macintosh  computers  and 
to  edit  videos  for  missionaries. 

"Every  year  we  almost 
drown  in  the  numbers  of  p^ 
pie  who  need  help,"  Tripp  said. 
^'The  thing  I'd  like  to  cio  is  to 
help  more  people,  and  to  do 
that  we  neea  more  workers."

NO  COMPROMISE  NEEDED 
Editor: 

I  was  saddened  to  read  the 
guest  opinion  on  Sept.  7.  The 
article  promoted  the  idea  that 
God  used  evolution  as  his 
method  of  creation  and  that 
evolution  does  not  contradict 
the  account  of  creation  God 
gave  us  in  Genesis.  However, 
evolutionary  theory  goes  far 
deeper  than  simply  explaining 
how  God  created  the  universe; 
it  is  an  attempt  to  explain  the 
universe  without  God.  It 
results  in  a  worldview  totally 
contradictory  to  what  is 
revealed  in  Scripture,  and  it 
paves  the  way  for  a  View  of

For 
example,  we  do  not  need  evo¬ 
lution  to  explain  how  there  are 
millions  of  dead  creatures 
buried  in  tons  of  sedimentary 
rock  all  over  the  world.  We  only 
need  to  resort  to  the  truth  given 
in  the  Bible,  that  God  destroyed 
the  world  with  a  global  flood.  I 
encourage  anybody  who  is 
interested  in  this  subject  to 
research  it  from  a  creationist 
perspective.  It  will  be  an  eye¬ 
opening  experience  that  will

ABC  tightens  ad  policy  after  federal  report 


HOLLYWOOD,  Calif.  (BP)— The  Walt 
Disney  Company,  sensitized  to  cultural 
issues  by  an  ongoing  boycott  by  various 
evangelical  groups,  has  announced  its  ABC 
network  wul  not  accept  R-rated  movie 
commercials  on  any  TV  show  airing  before 
9  p.m.  Eastern  time. 

Disney's  Sept.  12  announcement  came  a 
day  after  the  release  of  a  Federal  Trade 
Commission  report  that,  while  not  men¬ 
tioning  specific  companies  by  name,  cited 
"evidence  of  marketing  and  media  plans 
[in  the  entertainment  industry]  that 
expressly  target  children  under  17.’' 

^e  Disney /ABC  announcement  pri¬ 
marily  addresses  "exceptions"  to  ATC's 
prior  policy  regarding  commercials  for  R- 
rated  movies,  Disney  spokesman  John 
Dreyer  told  The  New  York  Times.  "From 
now  on,"  he  said,  "there  will  be  no  excep¬ 
tions." 

The  evangelical  boycott  of  Disney, 
focusing  on  such  issues  as  the  company’s 
funding  of  homosexual  activist  organiza¬ 


tions  and  its  subsidiaries'  production  of  R- 
rated  movies  in  sexual  ana  violent  content, 
was  begim  in  1995  by  the  American  Family 
Association  and  joined  in  1997  by  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  the 
Assemblies  of  God,  Focus  on  the  Family, 
and  other  evangelical  groups.  The  boycott 
is  continuing. 

The  Federal  Trade  Commission  (FTC) 
study  of  the  marketing  of  violent  movies, 
music,  and  video  games  to  children  was 
commissioned  by  President  Clinton  shortly 
after  the  massacre  at  Columbine  High 
School  in  suburban  Denver  in  April  199^ 

Concerning  the  marketing  of  violent 
movies  to  children,  the  FTC  report  stated: 

"Of  the  44  movies  rated  R  for  violence 
the  commission  selected  for  its  study, ...  35, 
or  80%,  were  targeted  to  children  under  17. 
Marketing  plans  for  28  of  those  44,  or  64%, 
contained  express  statements  that  the 
film's  target  audience  included  children 
under  17.  For  example,  one  plan  for  a  vio¬ 
lent  R-rated  film  stated,  'Our  goal  was  to 


find  the  elusive  teen  target  audience  and 
make  sure  everyone  between  the  ages  of 
12-18  was  exposed  to  the  fUm.'"  The  com¬ 
mission  also  cited  another  promotional 
plan  for  fliers  and  posters  for  an  R-rated 
film  to  be  distributed,  at  least  in  the  Kansas 
City  area,  to  organizations  such  as  the 
Campfire  Boys  and  Girls. 

Concerning  violent  video  games,  the 
FTC  stated:  "Of  the  118  electronic  games 
with  a  Mature  rating  for  violence  the  com¬ 
mission  selected  for  its  stu(^,  83,  or_70%, 
targeted  children  under  17.  me  marketing 
plans  for  60  of  these,  or  51%,  expressly 
mduded  children  under  17  in  their  target 
audience.  For  example,  one  plan  for  a  game 
rated  Mature  for  its  violent  content 
described  its  'target  audience'  as  'Males  12- 
17  —  Primary;  Males  18-34  —  Secondary.' 
...  Most  of  the  plans  that  targeted  an  under- 
17  audience  set  age  12  as  the  younger  end 
of  the  spectrum,  but  a  few  plans  for  violent 
Mature-rated  games  targeted  children  as 
young  as  six." 


Family  Bible  Study 

How  does  God  save  us? 

Isaiah  43:1-28

While  reading  the  Simday 
School  lesson  for  this  Sunday 
and  trying  to  decide  what  to 
write,  I  came  to  a  conclusion. 
There  is  no  possible  way  that  I 
can  examine  these  verses  and 
ctmvey  to  you  the  importance 
of  eveiy  verse  in  this  chapter. 
Isaiah  ^  is  so  full  of  awesome 
truths  that  apply  to  everyday 
life,  that  it  must  be  thoroughly 
read  and  studied  on  a  personal 
and  individual  level. 

Having  said  that,  I  would 
like  to  hi^ilight  some  verses 
that  strongly  encourage  and 
speak  to  my  own  heart.  First  of 


all,  I  am  amazed  at  the 
fact  that  God  promises 
each  of  us  that  he  will 
never  leave  us,  and 
that  when  we  go  through  diffi¬ 
cult  times,  he  is  always  with  us 
(w.  l-3a). 

God  does  not  tell  us  that  we 
will  never  be  harmed  physical¬ 
ly  or  that  we  will  iwt  tc  put 
ttuough  trials.  In  fact,  verse  two 
says  ^zvhen  we  walk  through 
the  fire,  we  will  not  be 
scorched."  The  word  "when"  in 
this  verse  indicates  that  we  will 
go  through  difficult  times.  God 
never  tetts  us  that  we  will  not 
have  to  walk  through  the  fire, 
he  simply  promises  us  that  he 
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long 


will  be  there  to  carry  us 
through  it. 

One  of  the  many 
things  that  I  am  thankful 
for  is  that  God  has  called 
us  by  name  and  that  we 
are  his  (v.  1).  Think 
about  this  for  a  minute. 
When  someone  remem¬ 
bers  my  name  <ifter  only 
one  meeting  or  after  a 
span  of  time  between 
meeting,  it  means  a  lot. 

We  are  more  likely  to  <mswer 
to  our  name  than  to  "Hw  mis¬ 
ter!"  or  "Hey  lady!"  Tnis  is 
because  when  someone  calls  us 
by  name,  it  is  more  personal 
and  meaningful.  How  much 
more  meciningful  is  it  that  God 
calls  you  by  name?  With  every¬ 
thing  going  on  in  this  world, 
Godsml  calls  you  by  name. 

A  second  point  m  this  pas¬ 
sage  that  speaks  to  me  person¬ 
alty  is  that  we  are  not  to  call  to 


jrighU 
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mind  former  things  or  ponder 
things  of  the  past  ty.  18). 

We  have  ^  made  mistakes 
in  our  past.  If  we  have  truly 
asked  God's  forgiveness  for 
these  things,  then  we  must  for¬ 
get  them  and  look  to  a  new  and 
iter  future. 

le  of  Sat<m's  most  used 
tools  on  Christians  is  guilt.  As  a 
teenager,  it  took  me  a  while,  but 
I  finafly  learned  that  guilt  is  not 
of  God.  God  is  about  looking 
ahead  and  not  regretting  what 
is  behind. 

If  you  are  holding  on  to  a 
past  mistake  in  your  ufe,  know 
that  God  wants  you  to  let  go  of 
it  so  that  he  can  forgive  you  and 
help  you  move  on  with  your 
life.  God  cannot  effectively 
work  in  your  Ufe  and  you  can¬ 
not  effectively  minister  to  oth¬ 
ers  as  long  as  you  are  aUowing 
Satan  to  have  a  hold  on  you  by 
making  you  feeling  guUfy. 


When  Satan  is  attacking  me 
with  memories  of  past  mistakes 
I  write  down  what  they  are  and 
read  over  what  I  have  written. 
If  1  do  not  feel  as  though  I  have 
asked  for  forgiveness  and  total¬ 
ly  repented  from  this  sin,  I  pray 
and  ask  God  for  forgiveness.  I 
ffien  tear  up  the  sheet  of  paper 
and  tiirow  it  away.  If  I  have 
already  repented  of  this  sin,  I 
thank  God  that  he  has  already 
forgiven  me  of  this  sin  and  I 
throw  the  paper  away.

Explore  the  Bible 

Helping  people 

Acts  3:1-12 


By  Wayne  VanHom 


In  Unit  1  we  focused  on  get¬ 
ting  started  in  the  Lord's  ser¬ 
vice.  Preparation,  power,  and 
participation  were  aspects  of 
our  discussion.  Today  we  focus 
on  ministering. 

To  minister  means  to  help 
people.  As  Christian  ministers 
we  help  people  in  order  to 
share  God^s  love  and  the  hope 
we  have  in  Christ  Jesus. 
According  to  Acts  2:47.  the  Lord 
was  adding  to  the  Church  on  a 
daily  basis.  An  undisclosed 
amount  of  time  had  passed 
between  Pentecost  and  the 
healing  story  that  forms  the 
background  tor  today's  lesson. 

Seeing  a  Person  (w.  1-4). 
Luke  shows  Peter  and  John 
going  to  prayer  together. 
Several  places  in  die  Luke- Acts 
materials  diese  two  are  foimd 
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forty 
i  lack 


together  (Luke  8:51; 

9:28;  22:8;  Acts  3:1, 3-4, 

11;  4:13, 19;  8:14;  et  al.) 

As  Peter  and  John 
entered  the  Temple  court  at  the 
three  o'clock  prayer  time  (9th 
hour  reckoned  from  6  a.m.),  a 
disabled  man  asked  them  for 
alms.  We  know  from  Acts  3:2 
cmd  4:22  that  the  man  had  been 
handicapped  all  of  his 
years.  He  suffered  from  a 
of  strength  in  his  feet  and 
ankles  (v.  7)  rendering  him 
incapable  of  walking.  He  was 
reduced  to  a  life  of  TCgging  for 
the  small  amounts  m  loose 
change  that  benevolent  wor¬ 
shipers  would  share  with  him. 

Since  alms  giving  was 
viewed  as  a  virtue,  the  Temple 
precinct  afforded  the  beggar  the 
nest  opportunity  to  receive 
help.  We  do  not  know  the  exact 
location  of  the  "Beautiful  Gate," 


but  it  was  a  major 
entrance  way  to  me 
Temple  grounds  where 
the  people  went  to  pray. 
The  intent  of  verse  4  is  to 
show  that  Peter  and  jerfm 
saw  the  man  in  his  need 
even  though  they  were 
on  their  way  to  prayer. 
True  ministry  begins 
’  with  genuinely  seeing 
people  m  their  need. 

Helping  a  person  (w.  5-7). 
The  disab&l  man  responded  to 
Peter's  command  with  an 
expectant  look.  Peter  offered 
something  far  greater  than 
alms.  Rather  than  silver  or 
gold,  great  alms  under  other 
circumstances,  Peter  offered 
freedom  from  begga^.  The 
man's  healing  was  a  gift  from 
God  offered  in  the  name  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Nazareth. 

In  sharp  contrast  to  today’s 
so-called  miracles,  no  money 
exchanged  hands  nor  did  the 
disabled  man  have  to  give 
money  to  the  jostles  as  a 
demonstration  of  his  faiffi  in 
order  to  receive  the  miracle.  The 
miracle  was  a  gift  fiom  God  in 
Jesus'  name.  Peter  assisted  the 


man  physically  by  seizing  his 
right  nand  and  lining  him  up. 
God  strengthened  the  mans 
feet  <md  ankles  (v.  7)  permitting 
him  to  stand,  walk,  and  leap. 

Watching  the  results  (w.  8- 
10).  Being  nealed,  he  rapidly 
sprang  to  his  feet  and  began  to 
walk  around.  For  the  first  time 
in  his  life  he  could  stand  on  his 
own  two  feet.  No  more  begging; 
no  more  having  to  be  earned  by 
others  to  and  fro.  He  walked,  he 
leaped,  and  he  praised  God. 

Hepraised  Gcxi  for  two  filings: 
first,  he  had  been  healed  (see 
Isaiah  35:6);  seomd,  he  could  now 
enter  the  Temple  court  with  ofiier 
Jewish  men  to  pray.  The  other 
worshipers  noticed  him  (v.  9).  His 
flamboyant  behavior,  under¬ 
standable  under  the  circum¬ 
stances,  called  attenticxi  to  him. 

The  people  took  careful 
notice  that  this  man  was  indeed 
the  incapacitated  beggar  who 
for  so  many  years  nad  sat 
pathetically  at  tne  Temple  gate. 
Their  response  to  the  site  of  this 
liberated  man  was  wonder  and 
amazement.  "Wonder"  renders 
a  Greek  term  roughly  meaning 
"to  be  frozen  in  astonishment.^ 


"Amazement"  derives  from  the 
same  word  from  which  we  get 
the  English  term  "ecstasy"  and 
literally  means  "to  be  outside  of 
or  beside  oneself." 

These  people  could  see  the 
once  disaolea  man  now  walk¬ 
ing,  leaping,  and  praising  God, 
but  fi^  could  not  believe  their 
eyes.  They  knew  for  sure  it  was 
he  (v.  10)  but  they  could  not 
undersfend  how  it  was  possible. 

Giving  Credit  to  Jesus  (w. 
8-12).  God's  gift  of  healing 
stirred  an  urgent  curiosity  in 
the  minds  of  people.  Peter 
seized  the  opportimity  to  tell 
them  about  Jesus  (3:11-26).  Acts 
4:1  indicates  that  John  was 
speaking  to  the  people  also. 
Their  preaching  about  Jesus 
resulted  in  their  arrest. 

As  they  stood  before  the 
Jewish  court  the  following  day, 
the  Holy  Spirit  empowered 
them  to  give  all  the  credit  for 
healing  to  Jesus  and  to  use  the 
oppiortunity  to  proclaim  Jesus 
as  the  exclusive  Savior  of 
humankind.  Apart  from  him  no 
one  can  be  saved  (4:12).
